We are perfectly sure that the result cf 
the ioler.dfd to-be belligerent demuostrAtion in 
the English metropolis, on the eventful 10th of 
Aprih wis not more anxiously aweited in Liver- 
pool, in Edinburgh, or Glasgow, than it was here 
la Transatlantic New Yoik, albeit three shun- 
8 md miles and more sway ^uin the theatre of 
action. F iriy la the morning, as soon as it was 
proclaimed oo the newspaper bulletins that the 
steamer was telegraphed otF Sandy Hook, men 
began to gather in knots at the comers of the 
street.*, discussing the probable character of the 
news at hind— and, for the time being, all busi- 
ness of ioiportance was at a pause. BpecuUtion 
in Ohio 6>, Pennsjlvanii5'e. Reading Bmds, and 
railroad shares was leid a?ide for speculation in 
an anticipated fresh batch of revolutions and dy- 
nasties overthrown. Cotton, II >ur, and grain 
were all furg Hten, acd the only ankle thoni. ht cf 
in the provision line was a /'rovin-mal Govtm- 
meni in the realms of Queen Vic'.orie. 

Hanover Square, at the corner of Wall — that 
well known rendezvous fow street epera'iucs— * 
was ia a sUte of t- rrlble ruspeos*; and even the 
stoic who superintecd.j the dog-intrket In the 
neigbb rbood of the custom-bons?, concluded to 
suspend all tranaictbus in h» quadrupkiil pro- 
fessiou, till the character of the news should be 
divulgc-d. Tke excitement on all bands was in- 
tensc; but the suspense was of short duration, for 
soen the booming of cinnon 8Cr;>ss the bay an- 
mu'ced that Ihe New America bad reachr'd ber 
wharf at Jersey City. And hardly had the echoes 
died in the di.Hanee, ere a * \Vilmer,' or one of 
the Innumerablo '’Extras” that now deluge, the 
streets, was in the hands of everybody who could 
read. By this time the varioui newspaper estab- 
lishments were in a state of actual btleagurr- 
ment. Into some the tush was so unceremonious 
and indUcriminate thai, as the ipiedlest me.ans 
to get rid of the crowd, an ini vtdu^l was dele- 
gated to ascend the desk and read aloud the de- 
tails of the intelligence. Fmgllsbmen, Irishmen, 
Germans, and Frenchmen, were among the eager 
iiBtenen; and accutding as from the reader’s lips 
wtuld fall some sentence coDgeciil to tho feelings 
of one of the other, it anius^ us to bear the in- 
voluntary cjsculatioos of applause that would 
now and then bresk out. All. inde d. were pa- 
tieot lidtenerf — the American hardly less so than 
tbo Eurrp^an. 

And now that the Cbarti.st bugbear had even- 
tuated in a contemptible abortion, many were the 
ongratubtions exchanged, though some expres- 
sions of dissf p dnted hope here and there met cur 
ear.

serve all (Its mighty interests which, falling 
ith it in the general rain, would have immersed 
half tho world in bankruptcy and distrosr— the 
pe< pie returned to their homos and to thtir places 
f business with better heart. The cloud of gl<>om 
that bung over the business world, the ptst week. 

'n anticipation of Sid tidings from abroad, at once 
vaporated, and in tbs twinkling (f an eye all 
as sunshine ard hope again. Such was Satur- 
day in Wall street. 

And, therefore, Old F^bony comments thue:

They arc going farther 
and further every day in their remorseless out 
regos, manifestly determined not to stop so 
long as there shall remain a victim to suiter 
The spirit that governs them is the horrid spirit 
of devastation and murder. As a specimen 
of what they threaten, read the following par- 
agraph from a late Memphis paper breathing 
slaughter and extermination against the thou- 
sands of loyal citizens of East Tennessee .

Tney 
Arc poasefsid with thadomon spirit, and controlled 
by tha evil counsali of those arch-traitors, John- 
son and Bias nird. "Hang 'am.*' yes, bang tham 
every one !* Every Eist Tenneeseesn found rec- 
reant to the will ar.d interest of the S‘ate of 
Tennee ee, and known to be actively conniving 
wi’h its enemiei, ebould be bung, and l»ftil\. 
When the citizens of a State have, bv an over- 
whelming TTiSjoritv at the ballot box, determioel 
vQ its fureiga policy, and by that policy have 
been necessitated to arms for the defence of their 
bomee and firesides, every recidenc on the soil of 
thu State who lends cr gives ai 1 to the invader 
deserves as little mercy on earth as Beelzebub 
witl give them in bis empire. Wherever iba 
cobra-like bead cf tresson u lifted it should bs 
stricken tr, aid that quickly, for its pusonous 
paliv'a is cantsgious as the airs of Maremm.c. 
“H.ang ’em, bang ’em” every one. 

Here wo see what the spirit of sccc&sion has 
done and is doing in a State but lately the 
abode of humanity and enlightenment and 
patriotism. All such East Tennesseeans, as, 

* in the opinion of either the civil or mili(:try 
authorities of the Slate, arc conniving with the 
friends of the Union, are, if the vengeful se- 
cession counsels prevail, **to be bung, and lofti- 
ly.” “Hang ‘era; yes, hang them every one 
exclaim the leaders of the gnilty rebellion, 
and no doubt the iojunciion will be executed 
if there shall be power to execute it. And 
that portion of Kentucky where the rebels 
now bear armed sway must, unless speedily 
relieved by the presence of .Union armies, go 
with the infuriated Tennesseeans in the carry- 
ing out of tbo atrocious plan of massacre 
Against loyal citizens. “Hang ’em, yes, hang 
them every one” may, and probably will very 
soon ro$ouad from the Nashville and Bowling 
Green press against all thosecitizcos of South- 
ern Kentucky w ho shall dare to withhold their 
sympathy and aid from the doings of the wild 
arckiiects of the Hus-seUville Rrovisionnl Gov- 
ernm^'ot. This, oh follow citizens of North 
cm and Middle Kontucky, is the kind of hor- 
rid work to which we arc all invited by seces- 
sion. 

Tbo seces>ioD leaders among us think that 
it would bo a mighty hardship if, for the cn- 
couragemenl and aid their friends all around 
ns are known to bo giving to the invader, any 
ono of the otTuidcra should be punished or in 
any manner molested. They proclaim that 
any arrest, any confiscation of property, any 
disfrancbiscmcnr, even any rer|uiromrnt cf 
oaths of allegiance or any withholding of 
passports on account of notorious secession- 
ism, cannot bat be regarded as crnel, inhu- 
man, outragootus, and agoiost tbo w hole spirit 
of republican institutions. Yet tbo Memphis 
organ of rebellion announces, in behalf of tbo 
rebels, that, when the citizens of a State 
have determinod on its policy at the bal- 
lot-box and in pursuanco of that (policy been 
forced to arms for the defence of their bouses 
and firesides, all residents on the soil of tliat 
State who giro aid to the invader deserve as 
little mercy on earth as tho devil will gi>o 
them in his infernal empire. Think what 
would bo the effect of tho adoption of this 
atrocious secession principle throughout the 
portions of Kentucky still loyal to tho Union. 
The citizens of Kentucky have decided by an 
overwhelming majority at the ballot-box that 
their State shall remain a portion of the United 
Slates, and, by pursuing tho policy of Union, 
they have been compelled to take up arms for 
their homes and their firesides, and now, if 
they were to act upon the secession principle 
preached in Tennessee and probably soon to 
be preached in Southern Kentucky, tftey would 
show as little mercy to the aiders and abettors 
of secession around them as the arch-iieod 
shows to sinners in het). Would not tbo 
adoption of the principles of action by which 
the secessionists of the Sonth, tbo secessionists 
wherever they are in power, govern their con- 
duct, make our country as miserable a realm 
as the sun has ever shone upon since it was 
kindled by the breath of Omuipotonce! 

Nothing could be further from our wish 
than to excite such retaliation against the 
SMi'hern rebels as their acts and their 
threatenings provoke and invite. We 
would have the utmost forbearance prac- 
tised so long as forbearance is possible. 
How long and to what extent it is likely to bo 
possible, wo are of course unable to say. But 
wo warn oar people against the entire spirit of 
secession as tho foulest and most destructive 
thing now abroad upon the earth. 

CrAbill has passed the lower House of 
C *ngre« authorizing the raising of a volun- 
teer force for the better defence of Ki'n'uaky. 
It provides for recruiting twenty thousand men 
to serve for twelve months. We hope it will 
meet the concurrencj of the Sf^natc at the 
earliest practicable day. 8uch a force is ab- 
sU j: ly necessary for the safety of those por- 
tiou^ of thoStath where secession feelings Iiave 
taken such root that they must be extermina- 
ted. There arc many citizens of Kentucky

ernment of Kentucky as the warrant 
for tho commission of every crime. 
Twenty thousand volunteers to defend 
tho infected localities can bo readily raised, and 
as many raoro will then be at liberty to follow 
their inclinations and rally under the stars and 
Stripes. A battalion in about one third of the 
counties of the State, acting in consort with 
each other, could bo quickly concentrated at 
any desirable point, and thus free our citizens 
from any apprehensions of the raids of Mar- 
shall or Williams and put down any such in- 
cendiary eff iru as were made at Bagdad last 
week. If Coegreaa wouM permit as many of 
this force to find their own horses as felt in- 
dined, a celerity could be added to their move- 
menu which would greatly increase their effi. j 
ciency.

Who ever heard or dreamed of such a thing 
baforc? Here wo have a Governor, so called 
and so calling liimsclf, who assunvjs to be in the 
dlfcbarge of bis whole duties as conuiiutiunal 
Chief Magistrate of Kentucky. The consti- 
tution of tho State prescribes that be “shall, 
from time to time, give to the General As>cir.- 
bly information of the state of tbo Common- 
wealth, and recommend to their consideration 
sneh measures as he may deem expedient.”

Hesiid an alarming proposition bad 
been p it f-*rih I y men in high posilwns, which 
bad called f irtb PS.)lurioDS fr >m various gentle- 
men iu the Houie, and the np)rc no«r under con- 
fMeralioo was the re.^uU of the deU-ierations of 
the Committee on F^leral Relations, to whom 
a.l such reS luticns had been referred. The greit 
feeling and interest which pervodtd the public 
in n 1 i-i rega d lo the prop.'isition, emanating as 
it did from so Ugh a source, ihit the slaves 
8 ould be emancipated, and, if,n ed b^, arm*d for 
the puriKSe of aiuing in the fU[p*a^ion of the 
rebclli' n against the Unittd Sta ei (rovemment, 
woe one wi:ich t ie House ^h >uld consider with 
c ireful a tention.

Mr. W. here drew a hsppy picture of public 
and domestic p^ace and tranquillity, and said be: 
“Has it C' ms to Ibi:? Slaves to be arm d to cut 
theibroiUof our wunun and children? Apply 
the torch of the iiicendiary to our homes and prop 
erty, ai;d invo ve in one general rum aM, every*- 
tbing, we hold most deai? Great God ! has it 
a>me to tbl ? " He said the Legislature was here 
ro remons: rate against all such diabolical, infer- 
nal, and hellish doctrine^; to tell the world that 
'be heart a*.d v( ico of the people of Kentucky 
were against any such policy, and that, when- 
ever atiempied to be enforced, her arm would 
also be sgiinst it. Such dictrines conld oitly 
emtD:t(e trail hearia as black ai bell itself Ken 
lucky does i.ot, nor never will countenance 
sLch pniposilions. She denounces them. Ihe 
men who alvocaie them will be rebuked, and aro 
worthy of a pauishmaiil s) savere tnat the hu- 
man i.naginaii *n has yet to onceive the means. 
Ger:tl*'men could adopt the tentitnents of those 
resolutions witbojt having ihvir loy-alty im- 
pugn'd.

He believed the President to be an hon- 
est man, devoted to the country, and wouli 
carry out to the beH of bis ability the oath he 
hid isken to sustain the Constitution of the 
L'nitcd* 8‘ates; that be (Mr. W.) did 
not believe the President harbors'! a thought of 
destroying slave institutions, altbongh there was 
a powerful prepare upon him — powerful in num- 
bers and p'.iwerful in irfinence. llie Abolitionists 
and radical Black Ropublicins were doing all 
tb^ could to bring ibe President to their use, 
and the r*pre3«n!ativo6 of the people should stand 
by Mr. Lincoln, and let biro know that Kentucky 
raises her voice, and will raise her arm, against 
such doc* rinee. If he (Mr. W ) could have had 
bis choice, be would have mide the resolutions 
stronger than they art; but perhaps they were 
snfficiently strong; tbey expressed the idea, and 
that was safficUnt. The resoioiiona deprecate 
subjngation; they reiterate the pledge of ihe Na- 
tional i^egi'Utnre, that when the objects for 
which the war was waged were acocniplished the 
war should cease, and all Ntate in%titatiune re- 
main intact as liefore any trouble commenced. 
Mr. W. argued that sinvory was guaranteed by 
the Constitntion of the United States and deliv-

EXAGOERATKn »EF0KT8 AB'^IT THE ENEMY 
IN EASTERN KICNTL'GKY. 

(Corre^pondeoce of the Louisville Journal.] 

Mr. Sikrlixg, Ky . Dsc. 15, 1861. 

The news of the advance cf the enemy, frum 
Virginia, on this section of the State, is nothing 
bat one tissneof misrepreeenUtioa and exaggera- 
tion. W’e were grossly deceived here as to the 
nnmber of the enjmy. The facts of the case are 
these: There are only several hundred of them, 
and no furs need be entertained of their doing 
moch barm in this immediate sectico. They are 
in W'Set Liberty under a cowardly bully named 
Jack May. and would m-3et gladly compromise to 
remain there, if we would let them, llrsy are 
a part of Col. Williams a men, and not regulars 
of the rebel army. They have produced a per- 
fect terror in the mountains, and the panic- 
stricken Union men have fied in every direction. 
They are not toblime for this, aa they bad no 
arms, and were ass. red by their recession neigh- 
bors that Geo. Uumpbrev Marshall waa also ad- 
vancing with bis brigade via Wbitesburg. Meet 
of the aece?eiouiits of this and the oeigMoring 
ecunties firmly believed this, aod many bad ac- 
tually prepared to cook and prepare for them in 
anticipation of their early arrival. Then the 
Louisville-NaehviUe-Courier's article concerning 
bis movement gave pUnsibility to all this. But 
now it is settled, if be is advancing, he is not in 
immediate reach of this place, and that there is 
redly no foe threatening but the maraud' rs un- 
der May. I hope very much this ii.formation will 
reicb Gen. Buell before the ordering of any large 
number of men here has fully gone forth. 

But although the number of the enemy is con- 
temptible, it has all the effect of a large force 
upon the loyal people of Morgan, Wolfe, Magcffin, 
and the country above. They cannot return tu 
tbeicbomw; they muet see their familiee suffer 
and their property despoiled without the power to 
strike the foe. Surely this slate of things will 
not be permitted to remain thus long, though the 
enemy ia not worthy the consequence of having 
large regular force tent after to disperse them. 
Some of the people of this section have deter- 
mined to rout them, or fail in the attempt, 
whether Gen. BjoH sends us any aid or not. To 
this effect an appeal was issued from the Whig 
oflice a few days ago, the rasuU of which was 
that seventy men bad enrolKd themselves into 
an independent cavalry company on yeeterdiy, 
pledged and determined not to abandon the field 
and lay by their armsuntiltbelast armed rebel has 
been again driven out of this section of the State 
and a common sense pMicy adopted insuring us 
from further incursions from (hose outlaws. 

Though the company is to be composed of one 
hundred men — whic'a quota will be easily gut to- 
morrow — yet it was deemed advisable to go into 
the election of a sniUble leader yeeterday. Ac- 
coidingly the cumpasy met in the court-house, 
when, on motion, J. S. Dury was unanimously 
elected Csptsin of the company. 

Another company is being organized and 
formed — also cavalry — for the same purpose, in 
Bath, of which Major Jos. Sudduth will doubtless 
be the commander. These two companies expect 
to co-operate together. 

It is of the highest importarce that the Legis- 
lature should immediately pass a bill allowing 
the Military Board to make an appropriation to 
pay (heir ncceesery expenses while on duty. This 
movement as you will see, eaves tbeGtn*emment 
not only money but a large number of men who 
can be otherwise employed in more important 
service. The expense of organizing ih#s) com- 
panies has so far been borne by a few individuals. 
The whole matter, withont a half a day’s delay, 
should at once be legalized, and provision made 
accordingly. MONTGOMERY.

More rccsnilv, our Order has been ini reduced 
into floveral of our sister States; and fr.^m (he 
lively interest maDife<^ted by the people of the 
wh'de country in the results of our work in Ken- 
tutky, and the zeal which it seems to inspire 
wherever it Is introduced,^ it seems not improba- 
ble that it wiM. at ro distant d iv. become a pow- 
er in the narion, and may, wiih pn per manage- 
ment, and by the favor of Divine Providence, be 
made effocUve as a meaus of the preservation of 
our liberties, and of the final overthrow of the 
sectionali^ts and demagogues who have so nearly 
biuught our country* to the verge of deetructi n.
